THE OBRINESE QUESTION 
IN AUSTRALIA, 


DEBAT# IN THE HOUSE OF Loni: 

Lindon, June 8.—The Chinoao Secretary 
of Legation had a long interview yesterday 
with the Marquis of Salisbury, but nothing 
haz transpired ss to the matters discussed 
or the result of the interview. 

London, June 8,—The Earl of Oarnarvon, 
speaking in the House of Lords this even- 
ing, dociared that the Australian Govern- 
ments had ‘acted-with great hastein dealing 
with the Chinese question, aud China hud 

ood revsun tocomplain uf the action taken 
In preventing the Ohinesa from landing at 
Sydney and Melbourne. The question, he 
attirmed, was o distinctly Imperial one, and 
it-would be only ,prudent to consult tho 
Chinese Government with reference: to ap 
adequate solution of the difficulty. 

Lord Knutsferd, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies; promised that: the papera in 
connection with ‘the Ohineass question 
should ba Inid hofore the House when the 
conference which {s-about to be bold in 
Sydney ~ had brought up its report. Her 
Majesty’s Governmént, he declured, ‘were. 
anxious. ty prevent’ the colonies being 
awamped with Chinese, and had suggested 
‘te the conference’, certain meagures for 
offectively ‘restricting their ipfux. In con- 
clusion, he expressed the belief that o 
beneficial and honourable settlement of the 
qrrestion was possible, 

London, June 9.—Lord. Carnarvon, in 
his speech on the Chinese question, con- 
demned “tho ‘action of the New Zealand 
Government in quarantining all vessela 
arriving from Chinese porta. He farther 
urged that an Imperial delegate should be 
appointed to the coming conferences, They 
should remember that China was rapidly 
advancing, and that she already possesses a 
material foreo in colonial waters, which will 
enable hor to make her views respected. 
‘Pho friendship of China, he declared, was 
well worthy of being purchased by a little 
sacrifies on the part of the evlonies, Great 
forbearatice would require to be exercised 
by the colonies; Lord Knutaford said it 
would be batter to leave’ the colonies to 
discuss the matter without the presence. of 
an Imperial. delegate. While there was o 
great deal to say for.the action taken by 
the New South Wales Goverumont, yet 
that action had made it useless aud im- 
possible forthe Tuperial Government to 
then begin negotiating with China on the 
question, Although: he regretted. the 
stringent Jaw passed by. the New South 
Wales Assembly, ho had authorised the 
Governor of that colony’ to assent to. it, 
subject, to the right of her “Majesty. to 
disallow it if it woro found to be contrary 
to.the provisions of the treaty of Tientiin. 
He concluded by expressing the hope that 
the conference would discuss the political 


and. commercial bearings of the Chincuo |

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MURDEROUS ATTACK UPON OTTER 
. HUNTERS. 


The Japan Gazette haa some particulars 
of n disastrous cruise of the otter-hunting 
achomier Nemo, Dapt, H. J. Snow, which 
sailed from Yokohama on hor usual hunting 
voynge on tg Yup April. It appoare thot 
on the 27th ult., the Nemo-war anchored 
off Cappor Islaud, anton the morning of 
tho date just mentione 1 Captain, Snow had 
three boats lowored, intending to ‘pull 
pround in the neighbourhoud of the vessel, 
to seo if thore waa anything to hunt, till a 
brooze. mado, it being then a dead calm. 

* Tho boats Wwers manned by Japanoso, 
Capt. Snow: boing tho ohly foreignor in 
them. Aftor pulling two or threo miles to 
the southward, the boats were loaded back 
toward the -veusvl, as a light breeze bad 
sprung up. While pulling slong the const 
q@m the way back an otter was seen 
and twa" or thrac shots were ‘fired “at 
it from Russian territory, but without 
affect.’

When they got alongside 
tho schooner the boat was third full of 
wator, and blood from the wounded, 
On getting the poor fellows an board 
it was found that three of the men wero 
evidently mortally ‘wounded and wero 
améonsctons, while ono of these who had 
dropped off the thwart and protended to be 
desd had only received a flesh wound in 
tho calf of the Teg, The ‘first to die was 
the boat ateeraman, who was shot: 
through the back bene. Another poor 
follow, wounded in the-head and leg, died 
fifteen hours aftor getting on beard and a 
third six hours later. Tho bow omr was 
slightly wounded and Captain Snow was hit 
twice, one bullet passing through hia left 
thigh and the other slightly injuring his 
hand. Three bullets passed through 
the breast uf his coat and vest, Of 
the other boats, one was not touched 
at all, tho othor having four bullota 
through it and one iman‘hit in tho fore- 
arm, fracturing the bone. Over fifty 
~ bnilete had left their mark on Captain 
Snow's boat. When they got alongside, 
the schooner was under way, and thoy 
stool to the S.W , ta make for somo place 
where surgical assistance could be obtain- 
ed. On the night of tha 29th the pour 
fellows whe had been killed were buried at 
sou, The wounded received attention and 
progressed satisfactorily. From tho rapi- 
dity of the tiring Captain Snow believed 
that hia assailants numbered a dozen at 
least, As to tho, motive he cao assign no, 
cause.
